“ Resolved, That a committee consisting of 
eight ininisters and seven ruling elders be ap- 
pointed by this assembly to confer with the di- 
rectors of the Union Theological Seminary in re- 
gard to the rélations of said seminary to the Gen- 
‘eral Assembly and to report to the next General 
Assembly.” 

All of which is respectfully submitted. 

For a brief space after the last word had 
fallen the silence was intense. While no one 
in the house had expected any other report, 
the realization of these anticipations seemed 
from the gravity of the action to almost stun 
the assembly. This condition was but mo- 
mentary and both factions breathed freely 
again. The opponents of Dr. Briggs consider- 
ed that the man whom they have branded 
heretic, and in whose vicinity they have raised 
the orthodox danger signal, had been removed 
from among them. 

It was the culmination of their hopes, the 
fruit of their labors. Ali that remained to be 
done was the clinching of nails already driven. 
On the other hand Dr. Briggs’ supporters 
knew the worst and were religved of the strain 
of uncertainty. Then the murmured inter- 
change of views of 2,000 people filled the 
church. There was no open expression either 
of applause or disapprobation, but for five 
minutes the peremptory voice of the Modera- 
tor’s mallet spoke unheeded. It could not 
rise superior to the conversation. At last an 
approach to order was gained and business 
was reaumed. When the regular order was 
taken up Dr. Patton, who after his report 
was read had taken a seat in one of the pulpit 
chairs, disappeared through the door at the 
rear of the platform. In the hall he met the 
erect and soldierly Col. John McCook of New 
York. “What do you think of my report, 
Brother McCook?” inquired Dr. Patton 
somewhat nervously, — 

“Think of it? returned the Colonel. I 
thought it a masterpiece of statesmanship. It 
saved Union Seminary to the church. I ad- 
mired especially the omission of any imputa- 
tion against the seminary.”’ | 

„I endeavored in the report, said Dr. Pat- 
ton, to say a fine thing for the seminary and 
yet preserve my conscience. The report, so 
far as it related to Dr. Briggs, was the only 
one we could make.”’ 

Briges’ Friends Will Be Heard. 

It will be attempted by the anti-Briggs ele- 
ment to rush the resolutions reported by the 
committee through the assembly without de- 
bate. Tomorrow morning this attempt, if one 
may judge by indications of war now in sight, 
will meet with failure. The Briggs men are 
in a hopeless minority in the assembly, num- 
bering but one-fourth as many as their oppo- 
nents, but they will go under fighting. A few 
opinions on the committee’s report were ob- 
tained from prominent partisans in either 
cause.

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BROOKS LOSES THE DAY. 


CHICAGO EPISCOPAL DIOCESE WILL 
OPPOSE THE BOSTON DIVINE. 


His Adherents Fairly Defeated in the Con- 
vention Vote on the Standing Commit- 
tee—Bishop McLaren Greatly Pleased 
at the Result~Members of the Differ- 
ent Boards Chosen — Reports on the 
Condition of Church Work — ‘$10,000 
for Missions—Other Religious News. : 

The Rev. Dr. Phillips Brooks will not be 
indorsed for the Bishopric of Massachusetts 


by the Diocese of Chicago. A few members 


of the convention had cherished a hope that 
the old standing committee which declined 
to vote on the affirmation ot the Boston divine 
would be quietly ignored, but t was not to 
be. That committee consisted of Dr. Phil- 
hps of Kankakee, Archdeacon Bishop, the 
Rev.. Mr. Morrison, Epiphany, Chicago; 
Messrs. A. T. Lay, F. B. Peabody, and C. R. 
Larrabee. Of these the first two and the last 
are opposed to Mr. Brooks and the other three 


are in his favor. 


By the canon a majority of the committee 
is required to decide the question. As it was 
impossible to convert any member both sides 
favored a postponement of the action until a 
new committee was appointed in the hope 
that the new body would be of sufficient 
strength to carry the point one way or the 
other. 

When the Bishop announced the order of the 
canon, ‘‘ The election of a standing commit- 
tee, Dr. Elmenorf moved that the rules be 
suspended and the oid committee reélected by 
acclamation. He was opposed by a number 
of persons, and the Bishop declared a ballot 


necessary. 


Dr. Moore renominated the old committee, 
and the Rev. Mr. Morrison moved the substi- 
tution of Canon J. H. Knowles and Dr. Clin- 
ton Locke for Archdeacon Bishop and him- 
self. The ballot resulted as follows, the cler- 
ical vote being given first and the lay vote 
second : 

The Rev. Dr. Phillips, 44 and 14. 

The Rev. T., N. Morrison, 53 and 19, 

The Rev. E. R. Bishop, 46 and 10. 

Mr. C. R. Larrabee, 46 and 20. 

Mr. A. T. Lay, 56 and 20. 

Mr. F. B. Peabody, 55 and 19- 

The Rev. Clinton Locke, 14 and 9. 

The Rey. J. H. Knowles, 10 and 7. 

The clergy cast 58 votes and the laity 20. 
Mr. Bishop lacked one vote of the laity and 
failed of election, but a motion to elect by 
acclamation carried and he was elected with a 
few dissenting voices. Bishop McLaren, with 
an undisguised expression of satisfaction, an- 
nounced the reélection of the old committee. 


The Defeat of the Brooks Men. 

Dr. Locke and Canon Knowles, represent- 
ing the effort of Dr. Brooks’ adherents to se- 
cure his affirmation, had been summarily de- 
feated, as the ballot shows, and an attempt to 
oust Archdeacon Bishop feebly made by the 
laity was equally futile. The attitude of the 
diocese to Dr. Brooks was unmistakably de- 
clared, and his friends gave up hope. 

Mr. Morrison said: ‘* We who favor Dr. 
Brooks will stand as firmly as ever and those 
who oppose him will be inflexible. He will, 
therefore, fail of confirmation by a tie vote. 
I had hoped it would be otherwise.” 

After this action the chief business was the 
reélection of the Board of Equalization, Dep- 
uties to the Provincial Council, Trustees of the 
diocese, the Rural Deans, the Chancellor, and 
the election of the Rev. Luther Pardee to be 
Registrar. The personnel of the board is as 
follows:

Tenor of Committee Reports. 


Committee reports consumed the remainder 
of the day. In brief they were as follows 
and all were adopted: 

On Church organization, by Dr. Fleetwood, 
recommending the admission to the conven- 
tion of the recently incorporated parishes of 
the Redeemer, Chicago; St. Albans’, Chicago; 
St. Luke's, Evanston; St. Paul's, Austin; 
Christ’s, Chicago. 

From the trustees, by Dr. Phillips, a long 
report touching the legislative acts relative to 
to the tenure of church property and the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That the report of the trustees be re- 
ferred to a committee of lawyers with instruc- 
tions to examine the whole subject of the tenure 
of church property under the legislative acts of 
1849, 1853, and 1861, and to report at the next co 
vention as to whether and what, if any, legi 
tion is desirable. 

From the Committee on Legislation, by the 
Rev. Mr. Morrison, an amendment to the 
canon: *“* That after the meeting for primary 
organization each parish shall meet annually 
on Monday in Easter week, or on such other 
Sunday after Easter not later than May 15, as 
the rector, church wardens, and vestrymen 
may previously by vote appoint, public notice 
being given from the chancel Easter day and 
on the Sunday preceding the meeting.“ 

From the Committee on Episcopal Resi- 
dence, by Mr. Morrison, asking the continu- 
ance of the committee to consider the pur- 
chase of a site and the ercction of a new epis- 
copal residence within two years. 

From the Treasurer, W. K. Reed, showing 
an endowment fund of $27,000, receipts of 
$21,372, expenditures of $16,092, and a bal- 
ance of $5,230. 

From the St, Luke’s Hospital trustees, by 
Dr. Locke, acknowledging Miss Pullman’s 
gift of $4,000 to the children’s ward; from 
Mrs. George H. Laflin, Mrs. Hanks, the late 
Edwin S. Sheldon, and others, amounting to 
$79,000. During the year 5,865 patients, all 
but 502 paid, were cared for. 

From the Committee on Missions, recom- 
mending the appointment of a man to aid the 
Rev. Mr. Lindskogg in his work among the 
Swedes. 

From the Equalization committee, by Mr. 
Harlow, for Mr. Cobb, reporting a deficit of 
$7,500, and a scheme of apportionment of 
pledges to cover it. 

Then came reports of the general work by 
the Archdeacon, Mr. Bishop, and of the needs 
of the Orphanage of the Holy Child by Canon 
Knowles, It was decided to recommend the 
subscription of $1,500 to discharge the debt of 
that institution. 

In his closing address Bishop McLaren said: 
I desire to express my thanks to God for the 
conclusion of the most remarkable convention 
ever held in this dioccse. We have subscribed 
for missions $10,000 without difficulty. We 
have given additional proof of the success of 
the experiment of the union in convention of 
the lay and clerical orders. Absolute harmony 
and fraternity have prevailed, and we have 
crossed hands over the little crevasse which 
had threatened to be a gulf, and I congratu- 
late you upon the abundant evidences you 
have given of larger devotion to the church 
and the cause of vur sovereign, the Lord Jesus 
Christ.”

Reformed Presbyterian Church began in this 
city today. It is the sixty-second annual 
synod of the church. There are present over 
three hundred delegates. interest is 
being manifested in the session, owifg to the 
fact that seven young rs, the Revs, 
Temple, H. W. Reid, Sampson, A. W. Mo- 
Clurkin, J. R. J. Milligan, E. M. Milligan, 
and O. B. Milligan, who Were recently su- 
spended by the presbytery for dissenting 
from the rules of the church, will be 
given a final trial by the symod. The trouble 
dates back to the mee of the synod in 
New York shortly after the Pennsylvania 
State prohibitory amendment election. Many 
of the delegates at that Meeting claimed 
they should be ‘to exercise 
the right of suffrage , all elections 
but the main body refused to listen to any 
suggestion toward changing the laws of the 
church which prohibits members from voting. 
The new idea had become thoroughly fixed in 
the minds of the young nanters, how- 
ever, and the result was a fight. About 
a year ago the seven Ministers named 
proposed an amendment against the prohibi- 
tion of the elective fran They were 
called up before a meeting of the presbytery 
and suspended from the mi The young 
ministers at once mage an appeal 
to the synod. They will be given 
little opportunity to assert what they 
call their rights, as the conservatives are com- 
pletely in charge of the s It is thought 
the young men will be expelled altogether. In 
that event about twenty-five of the leading 
liberal ministers.in the chuteh will drop out 
and champion the cause of the young minis- 
ters. 

A short session of the Reformed Presby- 
terians was held tonight, when the Rev. R. C. 
Wylie of Cedarville, Ind., was elected Mod- 
erator. This is considered @ victory for the 
conservative element and portends severe 
usage when the cases of the too progressive 
young ministers come up.

A CRUSADE BY THE CITY HEALTH DE- 
PARTMENT IN PROSPECT. 


Dr, Ware, Chief McClaughry, and the 
Mayor Say They Are Dens of Iniquity, 
Breeders of Diseases, a Constant Menace 
to the Public Health, the Refuges of 
Thieves and Tramps, and Must Be 
A bated. 

The ten-cent lodging-house must go. So 
says Dr. Ware, the Health Commissioner, and 
the Chief of Police agrees with him. The 
Mayor has given his consent to the plan. 

The attention of the Health Department 

was turned towards the cheap lodging places 
by the circumstance that a patient affected 
with measles and denied admission to the 
County Hospital was sent toa dime lodging- 
house and taken in only a few days ago. A 
hasty glance at some ot these places was 
enough to satisfy the Heafth Commissioner 
that they were breeders of disease, and there- 
fore a menace to the health ot the city. 
Dr. Ware consulted Chief McClaughry, and 
it was decided, the Mayor concurring, to take 
steps to abate the nuisance, The places could 
be closed, the Commissioner was satisfied, un- 
der the laws and ordinances concerning health, 
and closed they are likely to be. 

There are two principal habitats of the ten- 
‘cent lodging-house in Chicago. One is on the 
South Side—that part of Clark street known 
as “Cheyenne,” and the other a section 
bounded by a radius extending three or four 
blocks from Desplaines Street Police Station 
as a center, 

The most conspicuous block where the 
lodging-house pest has a‘ foothold is perhaps 
the square bounded by Madison, Canal, Mon- 
roe, and Clinton streets. West-Siders who 
have occasion to cross the Madison street foot 
bridge, or to go from a Madison street car to 
the Union Depot, get the full benefit of it. 
The policeman who travels that beat has 2,000 
% bums to look after. all of whom live in the 
lodging-houses on Madison ‘street, between 
Canal and Clinton, and around the corner on 
Canal. They block up the sidewalk so that it 
is difficult for respectable people to pass. 

The officer on duty is compelled to spend 
all his time keeping the sidewalk clear. Wom- 
en are insulted and men are besought as they 
pass along to give the price of a night’s lodg- 
ing to some drunken ruffian who looks strong 
enough to work. 

The lodging-houses are the resorts of petty 
thieves who will steal a whip, a blanket, a pair 
of boots, and negotiate with the proprietor of 
the barrel-house next door fora few drinks 
with the plunder as collateral. They do not 
want many drinks—two of the ordinary bar- 
rel-house vintage being sufficient to put a man 
to sleep for twenty-four hours. 


A Few Samples. 


No. 23 West Madison street, The Espla- 
nade,” is a straight 10-cent house on the Eu- 
ropean plan. An officer who spends his even- 
ings in that neighborhood pronounced it 
easily the worst of the lot. It has a capacity 
of 160, 

Among the cheap places on West Madison 
street are the Colonnade, Nos. 26 and 28; 
the “Arlington,” Nos. 34 and 36, formerly 
„Tom's Lodging House; the Sheridan, 
No. 32; the Cleveland.“ No. 99, and the 
Liberty,“ No. 61. Under tha Liberty” 
once flourished the famous restaurant wher 
six kinds of soup were served all from the 
same pot. The proprietor made a fortune and 
now the lodgers go down-stairs and live on 
free lunch. : 

For the soft side of a pine board over night 
the charge is only five cents—10 cents gives 
the lodger the luxury of a mattress. Some time 
ago one of the lodgers who .had long 
been content with a board found himself one 
night the possessor of 10 cents. He registered 
for a mattress, and in the morning the patrol 
was called to take him to the morgue. The 
mattress killed him. : 

Many of the lodging-houses have double 
tiers of bunks, one above the other, 
and in a few cases triple decks. In 
the “Norwood,” “Waverly,” “Bell,” 
and “Liberty Bell” there are rooms 
which accommodate from 75 to 100 
lodgers in this fashion. Ryan’s Lake street 
place has a room in which 150 men often 
sleep. The tiers of bunks are buils with nar- 
row passageways between in these houses, and 
all night long “ bouncers” patrol the passage’ 
ways to maintain order and throw any unfort- 
unate who may roll out of his bunk back 
where he belongs. The atmosphere of one 
of these rooms would suffocate an ordinary 
cat. 

In Other Parts of Town. 

South Clark street, from Van Buren to Polk, 
is a typical lodging-house center. It is a close 
race between the low doggeries, the laundries, 
and the lodging-houses. Itis the asylum of 
crime, debauchery, and disease. Last night 
every resort was filled. The sidewalks were 
lined with all conceivabfe grades of debauched 
humanity. 

At No. 298 Clark street is the “ Acme’ 
House. This hostelry occupies the second 
and third floors. Beds are obtainable for 15, 
20, and 25 cents, according to location. Be- 
‘neath these apartments, on the street level, is 
a combination of saloon and barrel-house. 
The patrons last evening were numerous, of 
all ages. degrees, and conditions. Some were 
measurably sober and some were not. A few 
were boisterously drunk and a greaternumber 
were willing to be. 

In the basement beneath is a 10-cent lodg- 
ing apartment. The entrance is something 
like a corkscrew. It seems to have been par- 
ticularly designed for the accommodation of a 
man who becomes intoxicated on 10-cent 
whisky. The zigzag meanderings are minute- 
ly fashioned after the regulation tangle-foot. 
The sanitary conditions of the place might be 
better or worse. The beds are numerous and 
the patrons boisterous, quarrelsome and gar- 
rulous. * 

They patronize the bar up-stairs until a de- 
pleted purse and exhausted nature command 
a halt. Then they go below, craw] into a des- 
ignated bunk, and sleep until a gnawing thirst 
awakens them. They scorn to remove their 
tatterea garments and mateless shoes. A 
few dimly-burnmg lights here and there show 
the proprietor’s contempt for electric - lights or 
gas. 

Cheap lodging-houses are not so plentiful on 
the North as on the West and South Sides. 
Accommodations that may be procured else- 
where for 10 and 15 cents are % 
and 50 on the North Side. There was, not 
mapy years ago, a choice medley of barrel- 
house saloons, cheap restaurants, and bunk 
houses on Clark street just beyond the bridge, 
and the patrol wagon made nightly trips from 
that point to the Chicago Avenue 
The River House is now the sole 
in that vicinity.

CHARLESTON REACHES A PERUVIAN PORT 


Nothing Seen of the Itata, Which It Is Sup- 
posed the Insurgents Will Surrender, 

Wasutneton, D. C., May 27.—The Navy De- 
partment today received its first news from 
the Charleston since it left Acapulco, Mex., 
the first of last week, in continued pursuit of 
the Itata. When the vessel failed to touch at 
Panama within the time expected the depart- 
ment said that it was probable it had been de- 
cided to keep straight on down the coast, and 
that the Charleston would first be heard from 
at some Peruvian port. This prediction is 
fulfilled, for the port at which the Charleston 
announced its arrival is Callao. The where- 
abouts of the Itata are as far from being 
known as before the Charleston was heard 
from, for Capt. Remey, its commander, re- 
ported that he had seen nothing of the Itata 
on his cruise down the coast. The Charleston 
will join the squadron under Admiral McCann 
in Chilean waters, and it is surmised that a re. 
port will at no distant date come thence an- 
nouncing the peaceful surrender by the insur- 
gents of the elusive craft, which: the United 
States Government will libel and perhaps for- 
feit for violation of our neutrality laws. 

Los Axt s, Cal., May 27.—The United 
States grand jury has returned indictments 
against George A. Burt, supercargo, and Capt. 
O. Farrell of the schooner Robert and Minnie. 
Burt was arrested and gave $10,000 bail and 
was released. Capt. O’Farreil was also arrest- 
ed, but has not yet given bonds. 

Five sailors who were on the schooner were 
not indicted, but orders were issued by Judge 
Ross that they be detained as witnesses. The 


two Chilean deserters are also detained. The 
sailors are now in jail. Other indictments 
have been issued, but the names are kept se- 
cret, as the men have not been arrested.

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LIGHT AND SOUND UNITED 


EDISON OUTDOES HIMSELF IN THE 
KINETOGRAPSA. 


It Is to Reproduce a Picture of What Passes 
Before the Mechanical Eye—With the 
Phonograph the Invention Will Serve 
to Take the Opera Into the Parlor—A 
Rapid-Transit Road Under Broadway— 
General New York News. 


New Yorx, May 27.—[Special.]—From the 
laboratory of the Wizard of Menlo Park there 
is coming an invention which out-Edisons 
Edison. It is the marriage of the phonograph 
to the camera—the union in one instrument 
of sound and sight. With it the opera can be 
carried into the parlor and the artists cannot 
only be heard but also can be seen. The pop- 
ular preacher, the eminent public s er, 
with it all can be brought to the home. 

The new wonder will be called the kineto- 
graph,”’ a strange sounding title to the ear to- 
Lday, but destined perhaps soon to become as 
familiar as locomotive or telephone, both 
strange words in their infancy. Mr. Edison 
has been at work on this newest conception 
of his genius for three years. Now he knows 
that its base principle is right; all that re- 
mains to be done is to perfect the details. 

The new invention is acoinbination machine 
in which the phonograph and photographic 
camera work together. It will produce not 
only sound, but also a picture of what passes 
before it. Not a mere instantaneous im- 
pression.of objects, but a continuous repre- 
sentation of them for a considerable space of 
time. 

Mr. Edison claims it will reproduce an 
opera, The phonograph will render the music 
and the photographic apparatus will reproduce 
the - performers so that their presence on the 
stage will be depicted, every muscle of their 
faces will be seen to work, their strides, move- 
ments, all will be true to nature. In other 
words, the camera will give a continuous 
picture of a singer on the stage for, 
say, thirty minutes, all his motions and 
gestures, while its ally, the phonograph, will 
record every note he utters. To produce this 
result it was necessary for, the inventor to be 
able to take a series of instantaneous photo- 
graphs followmg each other in such quick suc- 
cession that no lapse of time can be detected 
between the impressions recorded, and the 
series of pictures become in effect but one 
continuous picture. And this Mr. Edison has 
succeeded in doing. Operated by an electric 
motor, his camera will take forty-six impres- 
sions in each second of time, and in this way 
the impressions are recorded so rapidly that 
the motions become resolved into pure mo- 
tion instead of a series of jerks. impres- 
sions are recorded on a long roll of gelatine 
paper fastened to a spindle, which passes over 
a photographic lens. 

his is how Mr. Edison himself describes 
the wonder: “‘ The machine starts, moves, un- 
closes, stops, takes a photograph, closes, 
starts, uncloses, stops, takes another, and so 
on, and forty-six of these are recorded every 
second.”’ 

And this process can be kept up for thirty 
minutes without a pause. So 2,760 photo- 
graphs can be taken each minute and 82,800 
every half-hour. Thus the full representation 
of, say, an opera, the movement on the stage 
— music, can be recorded by this novel ma- 
chine. 

Mr. Edison has not yet a perfected machine 

at work. He does not expect to have a per- 
fect one for some time yet. He has an exper- 
imental one rigged up in his workshop, cov- 
ered by a wooden box. It is a regular pho- 
tographic machine impelled by an electric 
motor. In the top of the box was a hole about 
the size of a silver dollar. The machine was 
started as Tuz Tripune correspondent looked 
through the orifice.

FOR A ROAD UNDER BROADWAY, 


The Commissioners Recommend That as a 
Solution of the Rapid Transit Problem. 
Nsw Yorx, May 27.—[ Special.] The Rapid 

Transit Commissioners made their anxiously 

awaited preliminary report today. It was put 

in the shape of a series of resolutions outlin- 
ing a general plan of rapid transit for the 

West Side, and dirécting engineers of the 

board to prepare plans and specifications 

in accordance therewith. The commission- 
ers have decided that what will best 
answer the requirements of the people living 
on the West Side is a four-track road extend- 
ing from South Ferry to the city limits, car- 
ried underground the whole distance south of 

Spuyten Duyvil Creek with the exception of a 

stretch of viaduct in the vicinity of Manhat- 

tan street to get over asharp dip in the ground 
there. Above Spuyten Duyvil Creek the road 

is to be carried through a tunnel or over a 

viaduct, as may be best adapted to the con- 

tour of the ground. 

The road is to start as close to South Ferry 
as is ible and run under Broadway to 
where Broadway merges into the boulevard at 
Fifty-ninth street. From there it will con- 
tinue under the boulevard to near Manhattan 
street, when it will come to the surface 
to be carried on .a viaduct over the 
hollow there, diving under the  boule- 
vard again when the grade strikes the 
surface, and continuing to One Hundred and 
Sixty-ninth street. From there it will be car- 
ried under Eleventh avenue, or under private

Much that was contained in the postal cards 
was seen by the people in Butler Bros., and 
finally Anderson told the story of his troubles. 
Anderson’s reputation was considered good, 
and he had always been a faithful employé, 
and the firm decided to see him through. 
Their attorney being consulted, Anderson was 
advised to cause the woman’s arrest for viola- 
tion of the postal laws in sending threatening 
communications through the mails. Miss 
Alexander was arrested yesterday by United 
States Marshal Hitchcock and brought before 
Commissioner Hoyne. Anderson told his 
story and exhibited the letters and postal

TO ADOPT A NEW LETTER-BOx. 


Work Laid Out for the Committee ot Post- 
masters. 

Next month the Post masters of New York, 
Washington, New Orleans, and St. Louis meet 
in Washington as a committee appointed by 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker to consider 
improved devices for the distribution 
of the mails and for letter-boxes. Hun- 
dreds of inventions, from the pneumatic 
tube to an electric chute, have been submit- 
ted. There are many who have solved the 
problem of mail distribution in Chicago and 
many improved devices have been submitted 
to Postmaster Sexton to be laid before the 
committee. 

A West Side high school boy has invented a 
letter-box that has received the approval of 
Mr. Sexton. This box is similar to the ordi- 
nary letter-box except that it contains a leaf- 
like arrangement on the inside that falls when 
a letter drops upon it and drops the letter into 
a receptacle where no thief, however clever, 
can force a wire or sharp stick to steal it. An- 
other device Postmaster’s attention has 
been called to is the wire chute system sim- 
ilar to the chute-boxes used in down-town 
stores. Still another scheme which may be 
considered by the commission is the pneu- 
matic system used in London and Berlin for 
sending mail from one station to another. 

The commission will also take up for con- 
sideration the adoption of a uniform letter- 
90x which every householder must adopt, 
. greatly relieving the post men from extra 
labor.

A THOUSAND RICH MEN WHO HAVE NOT 
| YET SUBSCRIBED. 

The World's Fair Directors have decided to 
raise two and a half millions more. They 
have the five millions from the city and five 
from individual subscriptions, making ten in 
all; but they see that amount will not be 
enough, The farther they go the more clearly 
do they recognize the immensity of their un- 
dertaking, and the more anxious are they that 
the great Exposition should be worthy of the 
Nation, the State, and the city. Their plans 
are expanding all the time and new ideas are 
daily suggesting themselves. Therefore they 
will ask the citizens for two and a half million 
dollars more, and as public interest and pride 
in the Fair are growing they will get it. 

There is one thing, though, which is not en- 
couraging to the directors, and that is the re- 
luctance of numerous wealthy individuals to 
subscribe who should be among the first to do 
so. According to a member of the Ways and 


‘Means committee there are in the city a 


„thousand prominent, influential, wealthy 
„% men who have as yet failed to subscribe for 
World's Fair stock.“ 

Moses was able to cause the water to gush 
forth from the rock in Hore», but no persua- 
sion has been strong enough to induce these 
miserly men to pour forth a little of their sur- 
plus cash. They should remember that the 
possession of wealth is justified largely in pub- 
lic estimation by the use of which the holder 
makes of it. If he deals with it like a miserly 
trustee, hoarding up every dollar of it and its 
inerease for his heirs, and them alone, and 
does nothing for great public enterprises of 
his city, he serves to point the moral and 
adorn the tale of the Socialist and Anarchist. 
If he looks on himself as a trustee of wealth 
for public uses also, if he founds industrial 
schools, libraries, colleges, hospitals, and 
charitable institutions, and takes part in en- 
terprises which, like the World’s Fair, are not 
alone for personal profit but for the good of 
the whole city and country, then the unrea- 
soning feeling against the possessors of riches 
which has existed from the beginning will be 
measurably allayed. Duty and policy unite 
in urging those men of ample means who 
have done nothing for the World's Fair as yet 
to come forward subscribe. Even though 
eleventh hour laborers, they will get about as 
much credit as those who were first in the 
field. It would be mighty interesting reading 
to have a list of those selfish, close-fisted, 
miserly men, with a fair estimate of what 
each is worth, published in the press of the 
city so that everybody could size them up 
at their true worth and award to each the re- 
ward of public contempt and obloquy which 
he deserves. Who knows but such a list will 
find its way into print? 


FARM MORTGAGES IN NEBRASKA. 

It has previously been pointed out that the 
census statistics of farm indebtedness in 
Iowa and Alabama do not support the charges 
made by Alliance leaders. An additional 
proof that they have wildly misrepresented 
the situation is furnished by the Bureau of 
Labor and Industrial Statistios of Nebraska, 
which has recently issued a report embracing 
all the industrial interests of that State. The 
Commissioner was not able to compile statis- 
tics of the mortgage situation for the whole 
area, but he has taken Sarpy, which is one of 
the oldest counties, for the scene of a thor- 
ough investigation. The following are his re- 
sults:

Sarpy County contains about 1 per cent of 
the area under cultivation in Nebraska, so 
that if the other counties are mortgaged in the 
same proportion the total for the State will be 
hardly $50,000,000, or less than one-third the 
amount claimed by the Alliance in a recent 
memorial tothe Legislature as an alleged 
“conservative estimate.“ Furthermore, it ap- 
pears that 70 per cent of the indebtedness bears 
interest at 8 per cent or less, much of it 7, and 
30 per cent of it is loaned at 6 per cent, while 
Peffer claims that the mortgages of Kansas 
range from 12 to 40 per cent. The causes as- 
‘signed for borrowing include 58 per cent for 
purchase money of land, 7 per cent for stock 
and permanent improvements, and 20 per 
cent to invest in mercantile business, leaving 
less than one-sixth for sickness, poor crops, or 
other reasons for falling behind in the struggle 
of life, 

These facts do not indicate that the farmers 
of the State “are sinking deeper and deeper 
in debt or that it is rare to find farms 
which are not mortgaged,” as alleged by 
Peffer & Co, According to the facts only two 
farms in seven in Nebraska are mortgaged at 
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The President of the American Screw com- 


pany of Providence, R. L, says that he is 
going to establish a branch manufactory at 


Leeds, England, and another in Germany, 80 


as to be able to compete in the foreign mar- 


ket.

The fault appears to be not with the draw- 


back clause itself but with the Treasury regu- 
lations on the subject. If the government of- 
ficers choose to make that provision nearly 
value less it is in their power tu do so by adopt- 
ing vexatious and burdensome rules. That is 
probably what they have done in many in- 
stances. If the regulations are drawn up on 
the assumption that every manufacturer who 
wishes to send goods out of the country is a 
would-be thief who needs watching all 
the time and must de treated as if 
he were a public enemy, the number 
of those who take advantage of draw- 
backs necessarily will be reduced. Ninety 
nine per cent of the duty imposed on the for- 
eign raw material is remitted in case it is ex- 
ported in a manufactured form, and this would 
be a great inducement to Americans to com- 
pete for the foreign market if they were not 
hampered by unfriendly rules, generally 
drawn up by narrow-minded subordinates. 
Cannot the Secretary of the Treasury give 
this matter his personal attention? Itis not 
a good sign when a great manufacturing con- 
eern like this Rhode Island one feels itselt 
forced to cross the Atlantic to carry on busi- 
ness when it might just as well do all its 
work in this country. By this removal em- 
ployment, will be given to English mechanics 
which belongs rightly to Americans. 


CANADIANS DESTROYING THE SEALS. 

In spite of the efforts of Secretary Blaine to 
induce the English Government to consent to 
a close season in Bering Sea it is apparent 
that Lord Salisbury at least has prolonged a 


decision until it is no longer practical for this 


government to wait on his pleasure. A dis- 
patch from Washington affirms that Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, upon Lord Salisbury’s request, 
has made a verbal statement to the President 
himself, in the Secretary’s absence, that the 
English Government is not indifferent to the 
subject nor is it seeking needless delay, but 
that it has hesitated because of the strong op- 
position in Canada to a close season to save 
the seals from destruction. Lord Salisbury 
professed to be greatly troubled by the feel- 
ing in Canada which he did not wish to af- 
front, although expressing himself as wishing 
te reach an amicable agreement. Therefore 
he sent the British Minister to the President 
to make his position clear and to show that he 
is not intentionally delaying the negotiations ! 
Meanwhile the Rush sailed yesterday from 
San Francisco for Bering Sea and the quid- 
nunes are busy over its mission. If the latest 
news can be relied upon there will be uo close 
season and the work of seal destruction will go 
on. If, on the other hand, there should be 
one it will be too late to intercept the work, 
for the Commercial company’s vessel has been 
on the ground fortwo weeks. It will have at 
least a month’s catch and the poachers have 
had the same time for their murderous opera- 
tions. The prospects are good, therefore, for 
such a destruction of the seals this season that 
Lord Salisbury will be ready to make a close 
season next summer, by which time there will 
not be seals enough left to provoke Canadian 
objections. The seal question probably will 
be settled permanently by that time. 


THE TAX ON NOTES FALIS ON THE 
BORROWER. 

If the members of the Legislature were to 
disregard the lessons of thd experience of other 
States and countriea and pass laws to enforce 
the assessment of evidences of indebtedness 
and the double taxation of the property to 
which they relate two cladses of people would 
be immediate sufferers—the farmers who pur- 
chase land on time payments or are trying to 
improve their land that its yield may be great- 
er, and the wage classes, especially in Chicago, 
who are trying to pay for homes of their own. 

The amount which a man must take for the 
use of his loanable capital cannot be arbitra- 
rily fixed by Legislatures. It is determined 
by causes which are beyond the control of 
General Assemblies or Congresses. If the com- 
mercial value of money is worth 6 percent and 
the law saya the lender shall have but 4 he 
will get 6 all the same, no matter how many 
assessors and collectors seek to hinder him. 
The greater the obstacles he has to overcome 
and the greater the chances he has to run the 
heavier will the interest rate be on the bor- 
rower. All experience shows this to be a fact. 

If a law is passed which provides that after 
the Ist of July next the money represented by 
a mortgage shall be taxed as well as the land, 
live stock, orfarm implements into which that 
money has been put, the farmer who seeks to 
renew an old loan or make a new one will find 
that the interest rate has gone up 1% to 2 
per cent, or that the lender insists on taking 
enough out of the note to cover the sum of all 
taxes he may be called on to pay, with inter- 
est thereon during the time the note has to 
run. The higher the rate the less the farmer 
can borrow. He will have to do less tile-drain- 
ing, buy less fencing material, postpone 
building an addition to his house or barn, and 
get along with worn-out tools and reapers and 
old wagons. 

In this city there are at this moment over 
20,000 workingmen who are getting homes for 
themselves through the machinery of building 
loan associations. If mortgages are to be 
taxed as well as the houses the borrowed 
money builds, and Moore and Cockrell say 
they must be, then all those held by these as- 
sociations will be put down by the Assessor, 
and State, county, city, park, sanitary dis- 
trict, and town taxes will have to be paid on 
them as well as on the property they repre- 
sent, thus taxing the capital twice. The mul- 

titude of Chicago workingmen who form these 
associations will become the victims of double 
taxation. They will find formidable obstacles 
‘thrown in the way of their securmg homes, 
and many will give up the attempt. 

The laws which Moore and Cockrell are try- 
ing to enact discourage not merely getting a 
home but saving in any form. These men 
and those legislators who are working with 
them want the Assessor to put every wage- 
worker on the rack and find out whether he 


| has any money saved up, deposited in the 
bank, building association, or hid away.

STOPPING A GOLD LEAK. 
During the last fiscal year this country im- 
ported from Brazil products valued at sixty 
million dollars. Less than six millions was 


This sixty million 
dollars’ worth of coffee, rubber, hides, sugar, 
dye stuffs, etc., was paid for in this way: in 
American products twelve millions, in gold 
forty-eight millions. It is this steadily in- 
creasing drainage of our gold which Mr.

En- 
gland has been sending thirteen million dol- 
lars’. worth of manufactured cottons to 
Brazil as against $780,000 worth sent from, 


ment which went into force at the 
beginning of last month the duty on 
American cottons was made 25 per cent lower 
than on English cottons. That has put it in 
the power of the cotton mills of the United 
States to compete successfully with their for- 
eign competitors, and they will avail them- 
selves of the opportunity. The Fall River and 
Lowell manufacturers are establishing offices 
at Rio, Bahia, and other points in Brazil, 
to sell there at prices cheaper than any the 
Brazilians have ever known. Lots of cot- 
ton goods will be sent down by the 
lines of American (subsidized) steamers which 
will be runnmg soon. Other American man- 
ufactures and breadstuffs and meats are pour- 
ing into Brazil under Blaine’s treaty. By the 
close of this year the long-standing inequality 
in the Brazil trade with this country will be in 
a fair way to be remedied—thanks to Mr. 
Blaine and not the McKinley Congressional 
chumps, who, had they had their own way, 
would have allowed that terrible leakage of 
American gold to continue forever. 


THE GEORGEITES VS. THE ‘PEFFERITES. 
The third party Cincinnati convention did 
not indorse the theories of Mr. Henry George. 
It did not even deign to consider them. The 
Georgeites present, if any, did not have the 
courage to stand up for their singular creed. 
As the great majority of the delegates were 
farmers Mr. George’s single-tax scheme does 
not seem to have made the slightest impres- 
sion on the largest single class of voters in the 
commuaity, whose united opposition would 
be fatal admittedly to the carrying out of the 
George scheme. It is not surprising, how- 
ever, that the arid region cranks turned a 
deaf ear to George. He wants all taxes to be 
paid by the land, of which the farmers own 80 
large ashare. The Cincinnati cranks want 
the bulk of national taxes to be paid out of 
the income of thé manufacturers, who would 
deduct them out ot the wage fund. Thus it is 
evident that George’s land-tax project will get 
no support from the Alliance party. George 
asks these farmers to allow the rental value of 
their lands to be confiscated by the govern- 
ment. They say, No; but we will confiscate 
the property of our creditors for our in- 
dividual benefit,” and let the wage fund of 
employers be taxed for the support of the 
government. So there is a wide divergence 
of views on taxation .between the Georgeites 
and the Pefferites. 


Dr. Jonx N. Srockwzrt of Cleveland has 
been investigating the chronology of ancient 
eclipses and arriyéd at some remarkable con- 
clusions, which are published in the April 
number of the Astronomical Journal. His 
work is claimed 0 furnish a demonstration 
that the first Olympiad fell in the year 777 B. 
C., or one year earlier than the time given by 
common chronology, the reckoning for which 
is based upon former comparisons of reported 
eclipses with other historical statements. The 
following noted events will have to be as- 
signed to dates one year earlier than those 
now accepted in case the new reckoning be 
approved, the figures here given being those 
of the old count: Death of Augustus 14 A. D. 
Last year of the confusion of the Roman cal- 
endar 46 B. C. Assassination of Julius Cesar 
44 B. C. Jerusalem taken by Pompey in 
64 B. C. and by Herod in 37 B. C. 
The Persian invasion of Greece by Xerxes 
480 B. C. Also according to the new 
count Herod’s eclipse occurred in the year 
5 B. C. and he died in 4 B. C. of the common 
chronology, rendering it necessary to lengthen 
our era at least two years to synchronize with 
the slaughter of the innocents and the flight 
into Egypt. The greater part of the events 
in Grecian history during a period of nearly 
1,000 years are dated in terms of a stated year 
in a particular Olympiad, and all of these will 
need correction for the error if it be admitted 
to exist. 1 


Tun proposition to call a constitutional 
convention in Deware has failed. Under 
the Constitution of that State it is required 
that a majority of the votes cast at the last 
previous election must be given in favor of a 
convention to revise the Constitution to make 
it legal. The total vote at the last previous 
election was 35,309, a majority of which would 
be 17,655. The vote for a convention fell 
short of this 517, while the entire vote against 
the convention was only 119, thus showing 
that nearly half the people were too indiffer- 
ent to go to the polls to vote. The result will 
be that they will have to get along with their 
present Constitution for some time longer,

Prof. Forbes Describes the Brassy Flea 
Beetle“ Which is Devastating the Corn. 
Caampaion, III., May 7.—- [Special. Prof. 8. 

A. Forbes, State Entomologist, is investigating 
the small black beetle that is and for some time 
bas been doing considerable damage to the corn in 
this section of Illinois. Many fields have been dam - 
aged to such an extent that replanting was neces- 
sary. Prof. Forbes says it is the same insect 
which he described in his report to the State 
Board of Agriculture in 1584, and what he calls 
the “ brassy flea beetle. This particular insect, 
‘tthe professor says, made its first appearance in 
1883, but the damage caused by it was never so 
great that especial attention was called to it, and 
therefore it was not investigated thoroughly. It 
passes the winter under dead vegetables, and be- 
gins to breed in June. So little is known of it 
that no suggestions can be made in reference to its 
destruction.

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| WORLD'S FAIR BILL SAFE. 


RUSHING THE $1,000,000 APPROPRIA- 
TION AT SPRINGFIELD, 


The Senate Measure Advanced to Second 
_ Reading in the House and Made a Spe- 
cial Order for Next Wednesday—Oppo- 
sition to the Bill Subsiding—Nothing 
Found at Isabella, the fan Domingo 
City, Fit for the Exhibition—New York 
Merchants Urged to Participate. 
' Sprinerrstp, III., May 27.—[Special.]— 
Capt. Farrell was not in his seat in the House 
when the World’s Fair million dollar bill was 
_brought in from the Senate this morning. 
Subsequently he called up the measure, how- 
ever, had it read a first time and advanced to 


a second reading. Sherwood Dixon, Crafts’ 


lieutenant, moved at once to make the second 
reading a special order for tomorrow. There 
were loud objections especially on the part of 
Edward Merritt, young Mr. Springer, and 
Norsworthy. Springer wanted the bill sent to 
the Appropriations committee, and. made a 
motion to that effect, which the Speaker ruled 
out of order. Dixon’s motion to make it a 
special order for tomorrow was then voted 
down—66 to 61 many of the friends of the 
bill voting with the majority, as it was not 
deemed wise to bring it up when so many sup- 
porters, including some Cook County mem- 
bers, are absent. The Cook County 
members present and some of the press repre- 
sentatives got together during the verifi- 
ecat:on of the roll on Dixon’s motion and 
agreed on a plan of action which was carried 
out to the letter. Meyer of Livingston moved 
to make the second reading of the bill a spe- 
cial order for next Wednesday. The friends 
of the bill rallied to the support of this mo- 
tion. Springer again renewed his objections 
and moved to table the motion fora special 
order. This was ruled out; also another mo- 
tion by Springer referri the bill to the Ap- 
propriation committee. The vote was then 
taken and the bill was made a special order 
for Wednesday—87 to 38. 

Every Cook County member, Republican 
and Democrat, in the House voted with the 
majority. The Republicans from all parts of 
the State suppo the motion. The bill will 
be read a second time next Wednesday and 
advanced to a third reading, and without 
amendment beyond much doubt. As already 
stated in these dispatches the opposition to the 
measure is rapidly waning. ‘There will not 
be more than fifty votes against the bill next 
Wednesday. 


NOTHING LEFT OF ISABELLA, 


Exploration of the Site of the First Spanish 
Settlement in America. 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., May 27.—[Special.]— 
The report of a reconnaissance of the ruins 
of the City of Isabella, Santo Domingo, by 
Lieut. G. P. Colvocoresses, Surgeon M. H. 
Simons, and Naval Cadet M. M. Taylor of the 
Enterprise has been received at the Navy De- 
partment and turned over to the Latin-Amer- 
ican Department of the World’s Fair. The 
report is quite interesting, but the conclusion 
seems to be that there are not enough objects 
of antiquarian and historical interest to make 
excavations with a view to a special exhibit at 
the Fair. 

For many years Isabella has been a port of 
shipment for mahogany and lignum vite 
woods, which grow in abundance in the 
neighborhood, No habitations are to be 
found within a mile and half of the ruins, but 
the native woodcutters that we met with veri- 
fied the ‘statements of the pilot as to the tra- 
ditional genuineness of the site which he 
pointed out. On landing the party turned to 
the right and ascended a gentle slope to a 
little plain about two acres in area. Tra- 
dition points to this little plateau as the site 
of the ancient city, and here were found 
scattered at intervals various small, ill-defined 
heaps of stones, remnante of walls built of 
small unhewn stones, evidently laid in mortar, 

ieces of old tiles and potsherds, some of the 
atter glazed, and fragments of broad, roughly 
made bricks. There were a half dozen or more 
blocks of dressed limestone that may have 
been part of the walls of buildings somewhat 
finished and permanent in character, 

By digging and working with the pick at 
intervals they were able to form some idea 
of the ground plan of the place and to follow 
a portion of the lines of walls, the irregular 
parallelogram inclosing less than two acres of 
surface. There are no traces of a continuous 
wall about this space. 

A block of hewn limestone twenty inches 
long, twenty-seven inches wide, and from six 
to eight inches thick was brought away by the 
exploring party. It has a square moldi 
worked on one side and was the most finish 
stone that was seen. : 

Of the surface remains at Isabella it is their 
opinion that there is nothing that is of suffi- 
cient interest to be removed except, perhaps, 
the few blocks of cut limestone, and there is 
nothing that would convey an idea of the archi- 
tecture and workmanship of the building 
erected by the first settlers. On this point the 
explorers say: It does not appear to us 
that any extended excavations would be 
warded with better results. Isabella was oc- 
‘ecupied for only about two years by the or- 
iginal settlers, the rough and unfinished char- 
acter of the work is manifest in the ruins and 
further research could asecomplish nothing 
more than, perhaps, to determine more clear- 
ly the ground plan of the place.“
